AGAIN THE SUMMER TOURIST CAMPS. 


Beloit Keal Estate board has arranged to'estab- 


lish a tourist camp-on the Fairbanks-Morse prop- 
erty just north ot the new factory on Riverside 
Drive. The Gazette also find that many members 
of the county board are much in favor of from 
two to three tourist camps about the county, 
one preferably on the Janesville-Edgerton road, 
in the neighborhood of the county farm, and an- 
other on the Delavan road, which is now officially 
known to tourists as the Black and Yellow Trail. 
This is importarrt, as over this trail much traffic 
will be had this summer from the cast to the 
Black Hills. 


The matter ot the tourist camps is not one to be 


lightly passed over. 
Cities and villages, county 


boards and councils have united in establishing 
these places for tourist camps in preparation for 
the great tide of, travel by automobile certain to 
come this year. Railroad fares are so high that 
travel by auto will, be stimulated, It is predicted, 
to a height never' before attained. La Crossc 
county's board has arranged for several camps 


some time to research. 
for even more expert service than the graduate 
practitioner can give, and so the young doctor often 
combines practice with further study to become 
a specialist.

the further trouble of transportation difficulties. 
It costs around JO cents a mile to run an ordin- 
ary car on a good road. 15 cents on a poor road. 
At this rate a doctor who is called to a home five, 
miles out has to spend a dollar to set there rind 


And five miles is accounted a short dis- 


tance in the country. 


To make such visits takes up a good deal of 


the doctor's time. Usually ho discounts this loss. 
But he does add a charge for distance to his fee 
when he has to travel beyond certain fixed limits. 
This makes the fee higher than it would be' in a 
city, and may cut down his income In the.long 
run because patients can afford to send for a doc- 
tor only in -an extremity. 
Mostly, though, the 


small town or country doctor has all the practice 
he can handle. 
Even with the charge for dis- 


tance upon the patient some doctors arc refusing 
lo make long trips in maternity coses or for any- 
thing except a serious emergency. 
* * * * * 


All of the facts of town and country practice are 


we'll known to the medical student long before he 
nets-his degree. Unless he is strongly attracted 
by the possibilities for service in country practice, 
and unless he is impressed by the vital need for 
doctors there, the student decides for city work. 


The result is that the uneven competition for 


doctors between the big-city and the small town 
has been growing more uneven as medicine pro- 
-ress'cs to greater skill and specialization. 
The 


small towns are trying to counteract this tendency 
ly rrak'nr life easier for the neighborhood doctor. 
This works in some cases, but it seems probable 
that organized action will have to be taken even- 
tually. 
The plan most generally proposed as a remedy 


for the'shortage: of small town doctors is to have 
the states develop some organization for ihejrncfli- 
cal service.'
